PRESIDENT TAKES

Authority Over Imports of 
Vital Materials Given to 
Wallace’s Board of Eco- 


nomic Warfare. 


WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP).— 
Broad authority over imports of 


strategic war materials was con- 
ferred by President Roosevelt to- 
day on the Board of Economic 
Warfare and its chairman, Vice- 
President Wallace. 

Also, by an executive order, 
Roosevelt directed the board to 
provide and arrange for the re- 
ceipt by the United States of re- 
ciprocal aid and benefits, other 
than arms, munitions or weapons, 
under the lease-lend program. 
The executive order apparently 
took away some of the powers of 
Jesse Jones, Secretary of Com- 
merce and head of the Govern- 
ment’s lending agencies. Jones 
had been charged with building up 


rials, including rubber. 

The executive order today di- 
rected the Board of Economic 
Warfare to assume responsibility 
for executing directives from the 
War Production Board chairman 
as to quantities, specifications, de- 
livery time schedules and priorities 
of materials and commodities, 
other than arms and munitions, re- 
quired to be imported for the war 
effort and civilian economy. 
Furthermore, the Wallace board 
is to “determine the policies, plans, 
procedures and methods of the 
several Federal departments... 
with respect to the procurement 
and production of:such materials 
and commodities, including the 
financing thereof.” 

Moving additionally into the field 
in which Jones has been operating, 
the board is to direct the creation 
and financing of a corporation or 
corporations which will obtain 
from foreign sources the materials, 
supplies and commodities neces- 
“for the successful prosecu- 
tion of the war” and provide for 
their “production, delivery, sale, or 
other disposition.” 

One sweeping paragraph of the 
executive order. directs the BEW 
to “take such other action as may 
be deemed necessary to facilitate 
the war effort and strengthen the 
international economic relations of 
the United States.” : 
The board is, moreover, to ad- 
vise the State Department regard- 
ing terms and conditions to be in- 
cluded in the master agreement 
with each nation receiving lease- 
lend aid.

WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP).— 
Secretary of the Navy Knox said

The 17 persons rescued were sur- 
vivors of a torpedoed. American 
merchantman, the loss of which 
was recently announced by the 
Navy, and they were.picked up by 
the patrol plane, a Consolidated 
Catalina, while it was making a 
flight from San Juan, P. R., to 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba. 

Praised by Admiral. 

The story of the extraordinary 
exploit was. revealed by the Navy 
Department after receipt here of 
Pinter’s report from Vice-Admiral 
Royal E. Ingersoll, Commander of 
the Atlantic Fleet, who praised the 
action as “one requiring the high- 
est degree of skill and aircrafts- 
manship.” 

Pinter and seven other Navy 
men, one more than the plane’s 
normal capacity, set out on what 
was scheduled as a routine flight 
on the morning of March 9.

LONDON, - April 14 (AP).—The

Informed diplomatic quarters 
said they viewed his return as a 
“tactical defeat” for the United 


Nations’ diplomatic campaign, 
waged through the State Depart- 
ment in Washington, to win Vichy 
away from the Nazis. 

Although a Foreign. Office com- 
mentator remained silent on this, 
there was strong belief among in- 
formed sdurces that the United 
States and Britain would greet the 
reinstatement of France’s arch- 
Nazi collaborator with a stricter 
policy toward Vichy. 


More Help for De Gaulle. 


Furthermore, it was said, Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle’s Free French 
movement now may expect more 
help and greater recognition both 
here and in the United States — 
recognition which, De Gaulle plain- 
ly sought in a recent speech. 

The Foreign Office commenta- 
tor, however, pictured the Vichy 
reorganization as forced on. the 
Petain government by the Nazis 
because “the Germans are to a 
high degree nervous about affairs 
in France.” 

The stock of Admiral Jean Dar- 
lan, Vice - Premier and Foreign 
Minister in the former cabinet, is 
known to have been falling in 
France and, from the German 
point of view, he was useless to 
foster further collaboration, the 
commentator added. 


Pro-Allied Sympathy. 


He said there was a correspond- 
ing upswing in pro-Allied sympathy 
in France and that Vichy’s inability 
to cope with it had aroused the 
Germans to force Petain’s accept- 
ance of Laval.

VICHY, April 14 (AP).—The Pe-

Marshal Henri Philippe Petain, 
it was announced, decided to form 
a new government with Laval and 
Admiral Jean Darlan, who has 
been Vice-Premier since Laval’s 
ouster from the position on Dec, 
13, 1940. 

The announcement said the 
three leaders met today and 
decided on “the constitution of a 
government established on new 
foundations:” Their next meeting 
was set for Thursday when, pre- 
sumably, the places of Laval and 
Darlan will be allotted. 


On'the day that the Riom trials 
were to have resumed after the 
Easter recess, a special law de- 
creed their indefinite suspension to 
permit broadening of their scope 
to include political as well as mili- 
tary “mistakes which led to war 
and defeat” for the Third Repub- 
lic. 

The special law, signed by Pe- 
tain, was baséd on a report to the 
chief of state by Darian and ‘Jus- 
tice Minister Joseph Bartelemy 
which said in part: : 

“The responsibilities incurred 
from the fact of inadequacies in 
our national defense and of polit- 
ical and military mistakes which 
led to war and defeat are indivisi- 
ble because they contributed to the 
same disaster.”

RUSSIANS ‘REPORT 
KILLING 9000 NAZIS 


KUIBYSHEY, April 14 (AP).— 
Soviet forces killed 9000 Germans 
and destroyed 76 tanks on the 
Leningrad front from April 1 to 
10 and have struck fresh blows 
against Nazi sea and air strength, 
the Russians said today. 

Recapture of a “locality of great 
importance on the northwestern 
front” and occupation of some ad- 
ditional communities were an- 
nounced without detail in a com- 
munique broadcast by the. Moscow 
radio. 

Another communique said a Ka- 
linin front stronghold was seized 
by the Russians in fighting which 
cost the Germans 900 killed, eight 
field guns, 15 machine guns, a.mor- 
tar battery, two tanks and eight 
pillboxes. 

Red troops operating behind en- 
emy lines on the central front 
wiped out more than 200 of the 
invaders in a day, it was said.

NAZIS CLAIM GAINS®*

BERLIN (From German broad- 
casts), April 14 (AP).—German 
forces have occupied a large num- 
ber‘ of localities on the central Rus- 
sian front, the high command com- 
munique said today. 

The German communique de- 
clared tank-supported Russian at- 
tacks were beaten back at isolated 
points. It said 175 of the Russian 
tread-track vehicles had been put 
out of action in a four-day period 
ending April 13. 

“In the northern sector an enemy 
fighting group was encircled and 
annihilated,” the communique as- 
serted. 

The Berlin radio reported earlier 
that spring thaws “seriously im- 
peded military operations” on the 
Russian front with operations pos- 
sible only in places where roads 
remained solid.

MILITARY ANGLES 
TO VICHY’S SHIFT

LONDON, April 14—German 
success in reinstating Pierre Laval 
in Vichy is viewed in London as co- 
inciding with the most critical turn 
of the war when the Nazis must 
insure control of the Mediterranean 
and protection of their rear and 
flank. 

At the moment when the much- 
advertised German spring offensive 
is about to be launched against 
Russia, it is significant. Laval has 
been anti-Russian consistently. He 
was opposed to the French-Soviet 
pact: at the collapse of France he 
told American reporters that Rus- 
sia was the only enemy the democ- 
racies had to fear. It will be re- 
called that an attempt was made 
on his life (August, 1941, at Ver- 
sailles) when H6 was reviewing 
French “volunteers” for the Rus- 
sian front. 

Should the Allies attack the con- 
tinent while Germany engaged 
Russia, Laval doubtless would de- 
mand that the French fight against 
the Allies in order “to defend 
French soil.” 

It is believed here that Laval 
has also promised the Germans 
complete facilities in the Mediter- 
ranean and North African ports. 
He is close to Gen. Pierre Boisson, 
commander-in-chief of French 
forces in Dakar who replaced Gen. 
Maxime Weygand. 

While Laval willingly would ad- 
vocate war against Britain, it is 
doubted whether.that policy will, 
in fact, be followed. The French 
here believe the changes in Vichy 
are designed more to create confu- 
sion, particularly in Washington. 
Arrests are bound to increase in 
France among those suspected to 
be pro-Allied. 

The Germans are expected to 
gain use of North African ports in 
the next stage of their campaign 
to take the western Mediterranean.

WASHINGTON, April 14. 
Vichy has been told that the Unit- 
ed States will continue to deal with 
the Free French forces in what- 
ever territories they have effective 
control—a blunt statement to the 
French -collaborationists on one 
hand and inducement on the other 
to Gen. Charles de Gaulle to under- 
take additional conquests. 

The assertions were included in 
a formal reply by Acting Secretary 
of State Sumner Welles, made pub- 
lic last night, to the protests of 
Ambassador Gaston Henry-Haye 
against Washington’s  establish- 
ment of consulates general in 
French Equatorial Africa and the 
Cameroons without previously con- 
sulting Vichy. 

Henry-Haye had asked in the 
name of his Government for pub- 
lic assurances that the step had 
no political implications and that 
it did not affect the “exclusive 
rights of the French Government 
over the territory in question.” 
Nothing was said further in the 
reply about the political implica- 
tions, and the note added: 

“The French Government at 
Vichy is not in control of that ter- 
ritory.” 

Collaborationists Assalled. 

There were rough and undiplo- 
matic words for the pro-German 
elements in the Vichy Cabinet. The 
note said that only the “total de- 
struction of the present criminal 
regime in Germany” and the “com- 
plete defeat of the armies of Ger- 
many and of the dictatorships 
which have aligned themselves 
with Germany” can make possible 
the “re-establishment of the inde- 
pendence of France and of the in- 
tegrity of French territory.” 

“That is a fact well known to all 
of the people of France,” the note 
said, “including even that handful 
of Frenchmen who, in contempt 
for the tradition of liberty and in- 
dividual freedom which has made 
France great, have sordidly and 
abjectly, under the guise of ‘col- 
laboration,’ attempted to prostitute 
their country to that very regime 
in Germany which is bent upon 
nothing less than the permanent 
enslavement of France.” 

There are other French authori- 
ties, the note went on, “who do 
not recognize the jurisdiction of 
the French Government at Vichy, 
but whe are fighting actively on 
the side of the forces of freedom.”

lieved, represent the sentiments of 
the peoples. This does not alter 
the fact that they are allies of the 
Nazis. 


House Members Demand Seizure 
of Vichy Colonies. 

WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP).— 
United States seizure of Fren 
possessions was demanded in the 
House today as a reply to plans of 
Vichy France for a new govern- 
ment which include Pierre Laval, 
friend of the Axis. 

“Today a traitor received his 30 
pieces of silver,” commented Rep- 
resentative Poage (Dem.), Texas, 
who described Laval as “the enemy 
of all free people.” 

Poage urged closer co-operation 
between the United States and the 
Free French Government, includ- 
ing the occupation of strategic 
French possessions, 

Representative Gossett (Dem.), 
Texas, predicted “the complete and 
inglorious end” of the French re- 
public if the French fleet is turned 
over to Germany. 

“No policy of appeasement can 
be successful,” asserted Represent- 
ative Faddi s(Dem.), Pennsylvania, 
in demanding that the United 
States “by force,” if necessary, 
seize all French possessions “we 
believe necessary for the success- 
ful prosecution of the war.” 

“It comes with poor grace,” for 
France “to now turn against us in 
this trying hour,” said Represent- 
ative Rankin (Dem,), Mississippi. 


BRITISH REPORT ARTILLERY 
HITS ON AXIS TANKS IN LIBYA 


CAIRO, April 14 (AP).—The 
British said today their artillery 
apparently scored direct hits on a 
column of Axis tanks, armored 
cars and artillery yesterday on ‘the 
Libyan desert. 

‘British patrols were especially 
active in the northern sector de- 
spite dust-obscured visibility. 

“Results were difficult to ob- 
serve,” the communique said, “but 
direct hits by our artillery are 
claimed on a column of enemy 
tanks, armored cars and artillery 
in the Temrad area.” Temrad is 
12 miles southwest of Gazala and 
about 60 miles from the main Brit- 
ish positions at Tobruk. 


Italian reports said strong Brit- 
ish columns, supported by armored 
units and artillery, were repulsed 
after fierce fighting in Eastern 
Libya by Axis forces which de- 
stroyed seven tanks and captured 
several dozen men.

In the group of 39 survivors, de- 
termination to return to the sea 
as swiftly as possible seemed al- 
most unanimous and even though 
those from the other ship had a 
much rougher time, their attitude 
seemed well summed up by Chief 
Engineer Vasco R. Greer, 57, of 
Port Arthur, Tex., who declared: 

“Our soldiers and sailors can’t 
fight without supplies and we'll see 
that they get them.” 

Capt. O. Anderson of the larger 
ship and Capt. A. L. Case of 
Springfield, N. Y., master of the 
other craft, both praised the calm 
courage of their crews and the sail- 
ors joined in expressing admiration 
for the Navy for its prompt rescue 
and counterattack measures,

in the Navy from 1913 to 1920 
and was on the troopship Presi- 
dent Lincoln when it was sunk

ALL ABOARD BRITISH

HOME SUGAR LIMIT PLACED 
AT SIX POUNDS PER PERSON 


Rationing Books Won’t Be Issued 
If Supply Exceeds That 
: Figure. 

Household supplies of sugar must 
be reduced to six pounds per per- 
son before rationing books will be 
issued during the registration next 
month, Edwin R. Meyer, chairman 
of the Sugar Rationing Board, said 
today. 

Registrants will be required to 
make affidavits setting out the 
amount of sugar on hand, and 
households possessing excessive 
quantities will not be given ration- 
ing books until their supply has 
been reduced to the six-pound 
limit, Meyer said. He suggested 
that those having large quantities 
donate the excess to some char- 
itable organization or sell it to 
friends. The ration books will per- 
mit purchase of one-half pound 
weekly for each person,

Treasury Taking Time to 


April 14.— 
Treasury officials said today that 
there was “nothing new” on the 
recommendations of Senators 
Clark and Truman for the appoint- 
ment of Robert E. Hannegan as 
Collector of Internal Revenue at 
St. Louis. The senatorial recom- 
mendations were made more than 
six weeks ago and what started as 
a routine Treasury Department 
investigation of Hannegan’s tech- 
nical qualifications has developed 
into an inquiry into the possible 
political effects in Eastern Mis- 
souri, 

Senator Truman indicated that 
he was not personally concerned 
with the immediate political ef- 
fects of the requested appointment 
when he said last week that there 
would be no collector at St. Louis 
if his friend Hannegan was not 
appointed. Truman does not come 
up for re-election until November, 
1946. Apparently he figured the 
Hannegan affair would be forgot- 
ten by then 

Senator Clark will come up for 
re-election in 1944. It is perhaps 
significant that he did not join 
with Truman in announcing that 
it would be Hannegan or nobody 
else. He has declined to comment 
for publication on the prolonged 
time the Treasury has taken on 
his recommendation.

But he indicated that the ‘basic 
income tax rate, already 50 per 
cent, would not be increased and 
announced some lightening of bur- 
dens on persons now in the lowest 
income tax brackets.

Present income taxes are 
levied on single men earning as 
little as about $7.50 a week and 
on married men earning about 
$11.50. The new limits would ex- 
clude single men earning less than 
$8 weekly and married men earn- 
ing less than $12, he announced. 

The estimated expenditures mark

' Cruise of the Seawolf. 

The unofficial compilation of the 
toll taken by American underseas 
craft was made after the Navy dis- 
closed details of a highly success- 
ful cruisé by the Seawolf. -It 
showed that of 215 enemy vessels 
sunk, probably sunk or damaged 
submarines operating from the In- 
dian Ocean to the Japanese coast 
have been credited with 36 sink- 
ings, 12 probable sinkings and 10 
attacks which resulted in damage 
to the enemy. 

The Seawolf was credited with 
the largest number of successful 
attacks known to have been. made 
by a single American underseas 
raider, and naval authorities said 
that its achievement probably was 
unmatched in the records of United 
States submarine operations.

Eyes of the Fieet.

Admiral Bloch will reach his 
sixty-fourth birthday July 12, and 
retiriement under the law normally 
follows on the first of the next 
succeeding month. The President, 
however, may retain officers in 
service after they reach retirement 
age. |

From the earliest days of the in- 
dependence of. the United States 
of America the relations between 
the people of France and the peo- 
ple of the United States have been 
founded upon ties of more than 
ordinary friendship and confi- 
dence. The Government of France, 
and many citizens of France, as- 
sisted the people of the United 
States in achieving their freedom.

Plans are now being co-ordi- 
nated with the Army Air Forces 
for the CAA pilot training organ- 
ization to act as a direct feeder 
to Army cadet training centers. 

Age limits, physical examina- 
tions, and all other prerequisites 
to flying in the air forces are 
matched in the CAA, and CAA 
trainees will be deferred under 
selective service until the Air 
Corps has had ‘a chance to choose 
among them. 

This is not to say that the CAA 
trainees are ready to do combat 
flying. They are not. Only the 
air forcés can give them the ad- 
yanced training which makes an 
expert sky fighter. 

Before the war we undertook to 
arm the British Empire, China, 
Russia, and the Dutch.

In Milwaukee, the Wisconsin CIO executive board 
has dismissed Lewis’ attempts to organize dairy 
farmers of Wisconsin as having “nothing in common 
with the principles of the CIO.” The State CIO 
leaders went on to say that it would be no contribu- 
} tion to national unity to organize farmers into trade 
unions. Even more significantly, Lewis’ followers 
in the East are being expelled from the CIO. 
Simultaneously in New York, farm organization 
representatives from the Empire State, Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey and Vermont, comprising the directors 
of Free Farmers, Inc., met for the express purpose of 
planning a campaign of opposition to Lewis. They 
charged him with scheming to gain control of the 
food supply of the nation and thereby obtain “the 
power of a dictator.” Without indulging in ex- 
travagant utterance, the National Grange, Farm 
Bureau, Council of Farm Co-operatives and Co-opera- 
tive Milk Producers’ Federation were content to join 
in a united front against Lewis in a protest meeting 
in Washington. 

These counter-movements will ineyitably affect 
Lewis’ so-called District 50 campaign—the organiza- 
tional device through which he is attempting to bring 
dairy farmers, domestic employes, perfume- workers 
and heaven knows what other groups into the dues- 
paying membership of the United Mine Workers.. 
This vehicle in itself is not a little fantastic. Lewis 
cannot blame the public if the reaction generally is 
that he looked around for unorganized groups, de- 
cided to unionize them for the new power they would 
give him, and blithely waved aside obvious differ- 
ences in working problems and economic needs.

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BOMBS ‘AND FIRECRACKERS.

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ADMIRAL LAND ON. THE CLOSED-SHOP ISSUE. 
As chairman of the Maritime Commission, Rear 
Admiral Emory 8. Land is the official directly re- 
sponsible for seeing that the ships so vital to Ameri- 
can victory are built, and on time. His crucial job 
has brought him squarely up against some of the 
most difficult labor and industry problems. He wants 
to see an increase in production, and he wants an end 
of what he calls “this daily agitation,” but it is sig- 
nificant that,-in testifying yesterday before the House 
Naval Committee, he did not call for any. of the 
drastic legislation now being urged so vociferously. 
The problem of the closed shop and open shop has 
long been a troublesome issue, The pending Smith- 
Vinson bill would attempt to settle it by outlawing 
the closed shop in war plants. Admiral Land’s solu- 
tion is considerably more realistic. He would have 
all closed-shop, open-shop and other agreements be- 
tween workers and employers frozen in their present 
status‘for the duration. : 
This is the method successfully used in World 
War I, on recommendation of the War Labor Confer- 
ence Board, the employer-labor group headed by Wil- 
liam Howard Taft and Frank P. Walsh. Admiral 
Land favors its adoption by means of voluntary 
agreement rather than by statute. Donold M. Nelson 
also favors this procedure; in fact, he testified last 
month that new war labor legislation was not needed. 
Certainly freezing~the shop status is fair to both 
sides, and places a joint responsibility on labor and 
management for preserving industrial peace, the 
first requirement for all-out war production. 
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WATCHING ITS STEP. 

Congress, once bitten, is twice shy. After con- 
stituents put the fear of the Lord into them for 
voting pensions, the country’s statesmen have been 
very sensitive to any measure that might offend 
public opinion. That’s one of the reasons why the 
proposal to give each member of the Senate an ad- 
ditional clerk to help handle the flood of mail which 
has poured into Washington since Dec. 7 failed to 
pass yesterday. 

Instead, the proposal was sent back to committee 
where it will be revised, probably, to extend extra 
clerical help only to Senators from a handful of 
states, such as New York, Pennsylvania, Illinois, 
California, Ohio, Texas and Michigan, who are most 
heavily burdened. There is a limit to the never- 
ending audacity of elected persons, especially in an 
election year, 
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AN INJUSTICE TO THE POLICE. 
The new drive on traffic code violators—and all St. 
Louis law enforcement, in fact—faces a handicap in 
the requirement that policemen get no equivalent 
time off or extra pay when they appear in court. 
This they do on their own time and often on time 
they would spend in well-earned sleep. This system 
in effect provides an incentive for an officer to make 
as few arrests as possible. That the police are 
swinging vigorously into action against speeders, 
regardless of the time they may lose as a result, is 
a testimonial to their good citizenship as well ag 
their efficiency. | 
If a case in which he made the arrest comes up 
during his working hours, an officer is excused from 
his beat to appear in court. But if the case is set for 
a time when he is not on duty, the officer is not 
compensated. The same is true of time spent in 
court on his days off. Policemen get only two days 
off each month, or three if they are on traffic duty, 
where hours are longer. They get no vacations. 
Clearly, this loss of time in court is an injustice 
.to the men on the force, and it is likely to fall most 
severely on those who make the most arrests. Here

HILE the country as a whole showed 
an alarming increase in traffic deaths, 


almost 300,000 persons has just completed its 
safest year in traffic since horse-and-buggy 
days, and has won the National Traffic 
Safety Award for the second time. 

In all of 1941, only 16 persons met “sud- 
den death” in auto mishaps on Memphis 
streets. This is 21 less than in 1940, It is 
18 less than the toll of 1987, when Memphis 
won its first national grand award. It is 
23 less than the average death total for the 
preceding three years, and 28 less than the 
average number of traffic deaths for the 
preceding 10 years! 

This tremendous saving of lives in 1941 
wasn’t just blind luck. It was the result of 
plenty of good, hard work. It was brought 
about by a carefully planned, strictly fol- 
lowed, all-out war on traffic hazards and 
carelessness. 

This war was fought unceasingly day by 
day, night by night, throughout the year, 
under the personal direction of zealous, de- 
termined Joseph P. Boyle, Commissioner of 
Public Safety. He said at the beginning 
of this year: “Memphis had far too many 
traffic deaths in 1940, This auto slaughter 
has got to stop. We aim to cut the toll in 
half this year!” Well, Memphis did better 
than that. It achieved a 57 per cent drop! 
In 1940, as in the preceding two or three 
years, Memphis carried out a well-rounded 
traffic safety program. But fatalities still 
were high. What, then, made the big dif- 
ference in 1941? 


- Enforcement—strict, impartial enforce- 
ment—dealt heavy blows to the purse and 
dignity of the traffic violator. Commission- 
er Boyle figured this way on enforcement: 
“Most of our motorists will obey the traffic 
laws if we can show them why they should. 
We'll just have to get tough with the 
others.” He warned: “Speeding, reckless 
driving, drunken driving, disregard of traf- 


kind of driving is against the law—and we 
are going to enforce the law!” 

The enforcement drive got under way at 
once. Thé entire personnel of the Police 
Department—detectives and uniformed men, 
as well as regular traffic officers—were put 
into cars to enforce traffic regulations.

The extent of this enforcement program is 
revealed in the following figures: During 
the year, 4596 persons were arrested and 
4575 were convicted of exceeding the city’s 
30-mile auto and 20-mile truck speed limits. 
A total of 1947 motorists were arrested and 
1585 were convicted of reckless driving. 
Three hundred and forty-six persons were 
arrested and 342 convicted of driving while 
intoxicated. 

A total of 14,408 traffic charges were han- 
died through the Traffic Bureau and City 
Court. These figures, miné you, are for a 
city of less than 300,000 population. And 
notice the percentage of convictions in the 
major charges. ' 

What tangible result, in addition to in- 
stilling a greater respect for the traffic or- 
dinances, did this enforcement show? For 
one thing, the humber of traffic accidents 
involving personal injury declined from 
1029 in 1940 to 842 in 1941. Even these in- 
juries were less severe, ag the 16 death total 
will attest.

Joseph LaFleur 
of Opelousas, La. received the 
D. S. O. for extraordinary heroism 
in action during the raid on Clark 
Field, north of Manila. He ignored 
bombs and gunfire to carry 
wounded to safety.

The chief contribution of CAA, 
however, is in the construction of 
airfields. The field engineers of 
CAA are now in constant touch 
with the field engineers of the air 
forces to determine military needs 
and in getting programs under 
way in time to meet military re- 
quirements. 

They are confining their éfforts 
to the construction of airfields 
that have been certified by the 
armed forces as necessary for mili- 
tary purposes.

THE NEW YORK SCHOOLS have developed a remarkable 
program to serve in the eventuality of an air raid. The kids 
and the teachers have learned a series of gong signals, each 
of which calls for a certain procedure. Regular air raid drills 
are held, just as in the old peaceful days we had fire Yarilis, 
To begin with, each child wears an identification tag at all 
times—a cardboard tag bearing name and address. These 
tags are of different colors, according to the section in which 
the child lives. Under some circumstances the teachers escort 
the kids to their homes, herding them out in batches, according 
to colors. When the air raid alarm sounds, the children know 
that they are to get their coats. Their coats are to sit on. 
They proceed in color groups to their assigned stations in the 
corridors, where they put down their eoats and then sit on 
them. Then the fun begins. They start singing and reciting.

THE EYE I8 a spherical glo- 
bule filled with liquid and natur- 
ally the geometrical projection of 
the sphere is not absolutely per- 
fect. This does not necessarily re- 
sult in bad eyesight and certainly 
does not necessaritly mean bad 
general health. All such defects 
can be corrected by glasses and the 
majority of them are corrected by 
exercise and unconscious adapta- 
fion by the person himself. 

Another common preventable 
defect which was detected by the 
Selective Service Boards is squint 
or cross eye in one eye.

‘conditions and safety measures in 
all industrial plants are also. es 
sential.

The mere fact that North can 
overcall one diamond should make 
South feel that a North-South game 
is in the offing. Yet, without a 
forcing bid at South’s command, 
there is no scientific way of de- 


termining the best game contract. 


North’s one heart overcall might 
have been based on a four card 
suit and, in that case, spades or 
no trump might present a better 
game opportunity. The point is 
that South really requires an ex- 
ploratory bid, and it is that very 
need that has been supplied by this 
Culbertson convention: A single 
jump take-out of an overcall is an 
absolute force for one round,

Under this convention, it is eas- 
ily seen that South’s two spade 
bid is highly logical. Once he has 
assured himself, of an opportunity 
to rebid, South can safely men- 
tion his own suit before raising 
Hearts.

Now South shows 
that, besides having a strong hand 


with a spade suit, he has suup- . 


port for hearts. If North had
